As  low-income  people  are  aided  to 
improve  farming,  earn  more  off-farm  income,  and  build  more  prosperous 
communities;  they  can  provide  better  educational  and  career  opportunities  for 
their  boys  and  girls  and  better  home  conditions. 


CITIZENSHIP  SHCRT  CCURSES 


This  past  summer  and  fall,  more  than  350  4-H  members  and  leaders  from  10 
States  representing  97  counties  participated  in  the  Citizenship  Short  Courses 
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held  at  the  National  4-H  Center.  Living  in  their  "new  home"  and  using  the 
Nation’s  Capital  as  their  classroom  made  a vital  impact  on  the  participants. 
Not  only  did  their  history  and  civic  books  come  alive  but  they  gained  deeper 
insights  of  the  real  meaning  of  citizenship  and  how  it  is  applied  to  their  own 
local  club  situations. 

The  course  is  a five  day  workshop  designed  for  4-H  members  over  15  years 
of  age  who  are  in  a position  to  give  leadership  in  their  club  and  counties. 

It  provides  excellent  training  for  junior  leaders,  officers,  county  council 
members,  etc. 

Here  is  a chance  to  recognize  the  older,  all-around  club  member  who  is 
making  a nice  contribution  to  club  work  but  has  not  won  the  top  awards. 
Actually,  selection  should  not  be  considered  so  much  as  an  award  as 
another  step  in  the  club  member's  citizenship  learning  experience.

4-H  AT  WORLD'S  AGRICULXTRAL  FAIR 


Latest  international  opportunity  for  4-H  is  to  send  four  4-H  Club  boys  to  the 
V/orld's  Agricultural  Fair  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  beginning  March  21.  The  4-H 
members,  plus  an  agricultural  and  a home  demonstration  agent,  will  be  in 
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the  section  of  the  Fair  being  planned  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  There 
will  be  a full  scale  county  Extension  office  and  a 4-H  demonstration  area. 
General  theme  is  "Power  to  Produce  for  Peace." 

Canned  vegetables,  fruits,  meats,  pickles  and  jellies  from  the  State  of 
Kansas  will  be  on  display  at  Cairo.  At  the  State  Fair,  the  work  of  55  women 
and  4-H  girls  was  chosen  to  make  a representative  display  of  home-canned 
products. 


GOD-HOME-COUNTRY  AWARDS

LEADER  DEVELOPMENT 

Florida  - Leadership  Development 

Real  progress  in  Florida's  leadership  development  work  began  on  a 
pilot  basis  with  two  counties  in  each  of  the  Extension  districts.  A 
good  program  handbook  has  now  been  developed  out  of  the  experiences 
of  these  six  pilot  counties.  As  a result,  sixteen  leadership  program 
guide  sheets  or  "teaching  units"  have  been  developed.  Scripts  and 
outlines  for  visuals  have  been  provided.  District  leadership  workshops 
were  held  for  training  agents  in  leadership  concepts.  Dr,  Neiderfrank 
of  FES  assisted  with  these  district  workshops. 

Pennsylvania  - "Understanding  Youth"  Conferences 

Leaders  had  opportunity  to  attend  one  of  five  district  sessions  planned 
for  late  October  and  November.  For  several  years,  Dr.  Glenn 
Dildine  has  been  resource  person  for  such  conferences, 

Washington  - Leaders  on  Board  of  Directors 

Six  4-H  dairy  club  leaders  were  named  to  serve  on  the  first  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  4-H  division  of  the  State  Junior  Dairy  Show,  Each 
of  the  leaders  represents  a district  comprising  three  to  seven  counties. 
They  will  serve  as  an  advisory  board  on  policies  and  procedures  to  the 
Agricultural  Extension  Service.  Four  other  persons  will  be  named  to 
the  Board.

Salixornia  - Citizenship  Certificates 

A very  attractive  4-H  Club  citizenship  certificate  has  been  designed  by 
California.  It  is  to  be  used  by  4-H  Clubs  of  the  State  to  recognize 
members  who  have  passed  their  21st  birthday.

Ai  weekend  tour  to  Plartford  let  older  members  each  make  three  on-the- 
job  visits  to  explore  careers.  Each  member  was  encouraged  to  do 
advance  research  and  was  provided  a "Search  for  Tacts"  sheet  to  help 
him  decide  on  possible  visits,  A final  disjcussion  evaluation  session 
was  focused  on  using  the  results  of  the  interviews, 

Connecticut  - IFYE  Reunion 


Each  year  a dinner  is  held  for  former  International  Farm  Youth 
Exchange  delegates  and  friends  of  the  program.  Exchangees  from 
Netherlands  and  from.  Mexico  v/ere  special  guests  at  the  recent  event. 

Iowa  - Clothing  Vv^ork  with  Boys 

Forty  counties  are  beginning  work  on  helping  young  men  with  improved 
appearance  and  dress.  Initially  the  staff  planned  for  about  15  pilot 
counties.  The  larger  number  indicated  greater-than-expected  general 
interest.  The  program  vvas  initiated  at  training  schools  in  late 
October, 

Minnesota  - Camps  for  Senior  Members 

Running  in  sequence  were  the  State  4-PI  Conservation  Camp  and  then  the 
State  4— H Health  Camp,  both  held  at  Itasca  State  Park.  The  program 
for  the  Conservation  Camp  included  classes  in  land  conservation, 
forestry,  Minnesota  plants  and  shrubs,  outdoor  living  and  water 
safety,  demonstrations  on  gun  safety,  a park  tour  and  a conservation 
treasure  hunt.  Purpose  of  the  camps  is  to  help  4-PI  member  increase 
their  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  conservation  and  to  help  them 
recognize  the  part  they  can  play  in  conservation  work. 

Delegates  to  the  health  camp  included  county  health  champions  and 
other  4-H'ers  chosen  on  the  basis  of  personal  health  records,  the  work 
they  have  done  in  improving  health  conditions  in  their  homes  and 
communities,  and  their  ability  to  bring  back  health  information  to 
fellow  club  members. 
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Ohio  - Citizenship  Feature 

A group  of  Ohio  4-H  Club  members  expressed  their  views  September  IZ 
on  lowering  the  age  limit  for  voters  to  18  years,  and  voted  an 
em_phatic  negative. 

The  occasion  was  a mock  legislative  session  at  the  State  Capital  in 
Columbus,  one  of  the  highlights  of  Ohio’s  43rd  annaul  4-H  Club 
Congress  September  10-14,  During  the  mock  session  a selected  group 
of  4-H  delegates  voted  on  a constitutional  amendment  to  permit 
persons  over  18  years  of  age  to  vote. 

The  mock  sessions,  a traditional  highlight  of  the  4-H  Club  Congress, 
are  designed  as  lessons  in  lawmaking  for  the  club  members.  The  boys 
and  girls  are  permitted  to  take  over  the  House  of  Representatives, 
each  sitting  in  the  seat  of  his  home  county  representative.  A set  of 
legislative  officers  are  selected  from  among  the  4-H'ers  to  direct 
the  session.

Alabama  - State  4-H  Foundation 

An  ambitious  program  has  been  developed  by  the  new  Alabama  4-H 
Foundation  for  the  expansion  of  4-H  Club  V/ork.  Recently  the 
Foundation  launched  a $3,000,000  drive  which  vAll  continue  for  the 
next  five  years,  Cne  and  one-half  million  has  been  set  aside  for 
program  development  which  includes  district  camps,  adult  leadership 
development,  junior  leadership^  scholarships,  IFYE  and  the  people- 
to-people  program.  The  one  and  one-half  million  sum  is  an  endowment 
fund.

We've  been  interested  in  the  reports  of  our  4-H  delegates  to  the  National 
Citizenship  Conference  in  September,  This  year's  participants  were: 

Richard  Bringelson,  Neb,  ; Lloyd  Morgan,  V/ash,  ; Bonnie  Elizabeth  Shuman,. 
Fla,  ; and  Beverly  Sanford,  Conn,  In  addition,  Sylvia  Harp  and  Gerald  Flynn, 
attended  representing  Michigan  4-H  Club  Work,  Stanley  Meinen  acted  as 
advisor  to  the  group,  Pre-and  post-conferen  ce  sessions  were  held  with 
Dr,  Glenn  Dildine  to  assist  with  interpretation  of  the  experience.  Shared 
with  us  are  these  striking  statements  emphasized  as  part  of  the  summary: 


1,  Good  citizenship  is  like  the  measles  - it  is  catching, 

2,  We  should  use  government  more  and  abuse  it  less, 

3,  Freedom  is  not  free.  It  has  been  paid  for  over  the  years, 

4,  If  we  are  going  to  export  democracy  we  are  going  to  have  to  produce 
a lot  more  of  it,

8,  The  turtle  is  making  progress  only  when  he  has  his  neck  out, 

9,  The  world  is  now  too  dangerous  for  anything  but  truth  - too  small  for 
anything  but  brotherhood, 

10,  Every  citizen  is  in  politics.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  puts 
him  there.
